Continuation of 3. NOTE: Referring to claim 1, the status of the bi-directional virtual circuit (PVC) at the lower layer is based on the 
routing information passed between the routers at the higher layer. The routers distribute information to other routers on the status of 
"logical connections" which can be a "physical layer channel", since each logical connection consists of "one or more PVCs" which 
connect ATM routers. Refer to Column 5, lines 15-21 and Column 10, line 31 to Column 11, line 30. This offers motivation to include 
that the another end system informs the first end system if the bi-directional virtual circuit is operational. Referring to claim 2, the claim 
states that the 'receive frequency' is examined. Rubino et al disclose that the ATM router 102 (the end system) receives an AIS signal 
and determines that the bi-directional virtual circuit is operational if the frequency at which the AIS signal is received does not change 
substantially.
